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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The rejection under 35 USC 1 12, first paragraphs 
still stands. Applicant's argument that figure 1 discloses fixed length elongated members is not convincing. The drawing fails to provide 
enough detail to determine if the elongate members are fixed or variable. Just as applicant argues there is no disclosure of variable 
members there is a similar lacking of support in regards to fixed length members. The argument that Heiberg fails to disclose an attitude 
regulation loop that includes the lowest and most energetic frequencies is not convincing. Heiberg discloses an attitude regulation loop 
that is meant to control and dampen the vibrations that occur at the frequencies inherent to solar panels (see background of invention and 
desription of figure 1 ). These frequencies are inherently the "lowest and energetic" or the same as Applicant claims since they are solving 
the same exact problem. Heiberg would not function if it did not control vibrations at these frequencies. Applicant argues that it is not 
inherent in Heiberg that they would control the lowest and most energetic frequencies but fails to address why this is so and how Heiberg 
would function if it did not correct for the low frequencies of the solar panels that are discussed. Applicant states that if there are two 
possibilities then something is not inherent, but Applicant fails to explain the other possibility that would still leave Heiberg functional. 
Applicant also argues that Heiberg is interested in disturbances that vary with time. Applicant is directed to line 63-65, on column 2, where 
Heiberg explicitly discloses that the loop of figure 1 is directed at disturbances that DO NOT VARY with time.
